Long 


regarded as the “uncrowned. king” of ‘his division, 
Roderick became the rightful holder of ‘the Lons- 
dale belt by knocking out Jake Kilrain, of Glasgow, 


the holder, in the seventh round, at Anfield football 


ground, Liverpool.

“E wasn’t 
really hurt, and I was-only taking the 
benefit of a rest,” he said. 

As a boxer, Roderick was superior 
to Kilrain. fiis left hand was con- 
: tinually in the Scotsman’s’ face, dra- 
wing blood from the nose and mouth, 
and jolting back his head. For the 
first few rounds Roderick hardly used 
his right, and when he eventually 
brought it out Kilrain was ready, and 
managed to step out of distance. 


Despite the punishment.he took, Kil- 
rain courageously tried to carry the 
fight all through, his main purpose, it 
seemed, being to..tire Roderick wit 
body punches, in an endeavour to snat- 
ch g points verdict. The best punch 
Kilrain scored was actually about half 
-a minute before he was knocked out— 
a right to Roderick’s body. 


Roderick made a confidént start, 
jabbing his left into Kilrain’s face, but 
“the Scotsman stood steadfast in the 
face of these attacks and replied with 
several straight lefts. Continual 
straight lefts by Roderick brought 
blood from Kilrain’s nose and mouth

The election of Ismet Inonu to the 

' Presidency of the Republic of Fur- 
key. was .confirmed when the sixth 
Grand National Assembly of Turkey 
met in Ankara yesterday. :
